Introductions of 1944 


ACUSHNET. (4) A very large small-crowned Leedsii with remarkably broad 
flat rounded perianth segments of smooth, thick substance. Wide, shallow 
cup with apricot edge. Tall and vigorous. Notable because of its size and 
unusual coloring. From Bodilly x Kantara. Each $5.00. 


CAYUGA. (4-5) Bicolor Incomparabilis. An enlarged edition of John Evelyn 
with an orange-red edged large, flaring, much crinkled double-frilled rich 
yellow crown. Very broad heart-shaped crepe paper-like perianth segments 
of good substance that open primrose but soon pass to white. A tall, stun- 
ning, long-lasting flower from John Evelyn x Bokhara. Each $5.00. 


HOOSAC. (4) Yellow Incomparabilis. A very noticeable flower because of 
its size and’ strong color. Broad, overlapping, pointed perianth segments 
that make a star-shaped decorative flower, flat and at right angles to a 
shapely dark orange crown. From Golden Beauty x Bokhara. Each $5.00. 


HURON. (4-5) Bicolor trumpet. A very floriferous variety; large, vigorous 
and tall, with wide blue-green foliage. Overlapping, broad, slightly-pointed 
perianth segments opening light primrose and passing to white. Very smooth, 
velvety, cream-colored, slightly flaring trumpet with a beautifully serrated 
edge. From Aeolus x White Emperor. Each $5.00. 


NIANTIC. (5) Poeticus. Large snow-white round flower, the edges of the 
petals curving slightly inward. Large dark yellow eye with broad crimson 
edge. A very desirable flower for cutting because it is somewhat more 
informal than many of the Poets. One or two flowers on tall stems. From 
Minuet x Lord Wellington. Each $5.00. 


Introductions of 1943 


APPANOOSE. White Trumpet. A very nice dwarf rock-garden plant 8 to 
10 inches tall. Shovel-pointed perianth segments lean forward and are 
somewhat curved and twisted. The well proportioned trumpet has a nicely 
turned brim. Opens light cream and passes to white. Vigorous, broad 
foliage, prolific. From Madam De Graaff x White Emperor. Each $2.50. 


BASHBISH. Yellow Incomparabilis. Medium-sized richly colored flower on a 
tall stem from a vigorous plant. Very smooth well overlapping pointed 
butter-yellow petals; finely proportioned flaring frilled orange crown. From 
Bernardino x Bokhara. Each $4.00. 


CHICOPEE. Cyclamineus hybrid. A novel rock-garden plant from Obval- 
laris x Cyclamineus that blooms earlier than either parent—the first daffo- 
dil to flower at Hermitage Gardens. Straight yellow trumpet 1% inches 
long by one-half inch in diameter with a bell-shaped mouth evenly and 
neatly corrugated. Petals 1 inch long slightly overlapping and pointing 
backward, of a lighter shade than the trumpet. A little gem. Each $5.00. 


ESOPUS. Bicolor Incomparabilis. A 4-inch distinctive flower of graceful 
carriage. The three outer very broad shovel-pointed petals are 1¥% inches 
broad; the three inner, somewhat narrower and more pointed. Rich lemon- 
yellow flaring crown ] inch long and 1% inches across has an attractive 
fluted edge. Strong vigorous plant with blue-green foliage. From Hera x 
Fair Bostonian. Each $4.00. 


MASSASOIT. Yellow Incomparabilis. A very refined and beautiful flower 
of high exhibition quality. The broad, very smooth shovel-pointed petals 
overlap half their length. They are rich yellow in color and as they age 
they lean slightly forward, the points on a line with the darker yellow 
medium-sized flaring crown that has an orange edge. Tall, graceful, and 
vigorous. From Hera x Fair Bostonian. Each $4.00. 


POCAHONTAS. Yellow Incomparabilis. A large show flower of high 
quality. Very smooth deep-yellow broadly overlapping perianth segments 
surmounted by a wonderfully rich yellow crown with dark orange-red edge. 
Holds its color remarkably well. From Bernardino x Fortune. Each $4.00. 


TIOGA. Bicolor Incomparabilis. A large and very robust flower on a tall 
strong stem, long-lasting, and of the highest quality. Broad smooth flat 
overlapping perianth segments of purest white; long flaring crown of lemon- 
yellow. A beautifully proportioned flower, vigorous, and prolific, and the 
best yet seen in this division. From Robert Sydenham x Pilgrim. Each $4.00. 


WACHUSETT. Large-crowned Leedsii. A beautifully finished medium-sized 
flower that derives its fine quality from both parents—Pilgrimage x Beer- 
sheba. The three outer segments are broad and shovel-pointed; the three 
inner, somewhat narrower and more pointed. They open at right angles 
to the crown and point slightly forward as the flower ages. The crown 
is very smooth and shapely, somewhat tapering, and approaching a trum- 
pet in length. Flowers are of thick substance and long-lasting. Each $4.00. 


YELLOW TRUMPETS 


The Trumpet class comprises those big, bold daffodils with 
trumpets that are as long as or longer than the perianth segments. 
They are the kings and queens of the Narcissus family; the most 
popular for cut flowers and for garden decorations because of 
their size and stunning appearnce. Early to midseason. 


Aerolite. (2) The large flower is beautifully proportioned and gives an 
impression of gracefulness despite its size. The petals are deep primrose, 
broad and flat, and the shapely trumpet of a medium yellow. A _ long- 
lasting splendid garden or cut flower. Doz. $1.50. 


Alasnam. (2) Wide, short, densely frilled trumpet of pure deep yellow, a shade 
deeper than the perianth; finely placed with good neck; flower “looks you in 
the eye.” Excellent for landscape groups and forcing. Doz. $1.50. 


Christmas Glory. (1) A medium sized deep yellow of good form and the 
earliest to bloom. Doz. $1.50. 


DAVID GRIFFITHS. (Powell) (2) A fine big flower of wonderful substance 
with broadly overlapping petals at right angles to the trumpet, 4% inches 
in diameter, and a shapely trumpet 2 inches across and 14% inches deep; 
rich deep yellow, borne on a 19-inch strong, stiff stem. Plant very vigorous 
and productive, with broad foliage. Each $5.00. 


Diotima. (5) One of the best of the new super-giant yellow Trumpets; despite 
its huge size (perianth being 5 to 6 inches across) the whole flower is 
beautifully proportioned and is carried gracefully on strong 2-foot stems. 
The broad overlapping petals form a star-shaped perianth of medium deep 
primrose; trumpet somewhat more deeply colored. Each 50c. 
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Godolphin. (3) A. M., R. H. S., and Haarlem. One of the most beautiful 
yellow Trumpets yet raised; of perfectly smooth texture, sturdy habit, and 
fine poise. Very broad overlapping perianth; large, well-balanced trumpet 
expanded at mouth, of a uniform clear yellow. A fine show flower and 
garden plant. 24”. Each 60c. 


Hebron. (2) A flower of beautiful form and the highest show quality. Broad, 
clean-cut perianth and perfectly proportioned trumpet which has a well- 
flanged, evenly and deeply serrated brim. The color is deep, pure ‘King 
Alfred’ gold throughout. Each 60c. 


KATONAH. (Powell) (3-4) A seedling of King Alfred from which it inherits 
wonderful rich yellow color of a uniform shade tnroughout. A large up- 
standing flower of excellent form, quality, vigor, and productiveness that’ 
attracts attention because it “looks up at you.” Broad overlapping perianth 
segments stand at right angles to a shapely flaring trumpet. Each $4.00. 


King Alfred. (2) The most popular yellow Trumpet because of its large size, 
fine substance, refined finish and uniform intense rich golden-yellow color. 
It is a tall, vigorous grower and free bloomer. Doz. $1.50. 


Lord Wellington. (4) F. C. C., Haarlem. An enormous flower but of perfect 
show form and self-yellow color throughout. Large very smooth periamh 
stands at right angles to the large golden-yellow trumpet. Each 75c. 


Solid Gold. (3) A tall deep clear self-yellow trumpet of just nice size, fine 
parchmentlike texture and beautiful form; flat overlapping clean-cut perianth 
and well proportioned slender nicely flanged trumpet. A really refined well- 
bred looking flower; one of the best of the newer yellow Trumpets. A. M.,

Statendam. (3) A. M., Haarlem. An extremely large golden-yellow daffodil 
of superb but graceful proportions. Massive overlapping deep golden-yellow 
perianth; large flaring well-formed trumpet. Very vigorous. Each 60c. 


The First. (1) Sulphur yellow with trumpet and perianth of the same shade. 
As early as Golden Spur but twice the size. Very robust grower that 
bears its flowers on long strong stems. Each 25c. 


WHITE TRUMPETS 


AGAWAM. (Powell) (3) A very beautiful large white flower from Nevis 
x Naxos that was first in séedling class and best flower in the daffodil show 
of the Takoma Horticultural Club in 1936. It has broad overlapping pointed 
petals and a somewhat flaring trumpet with a nicely frilled edge. Tall and a 
good doer. Each $5.00. 


Beersheba. (2) A. M., F. C. C., R. H. S. A flower of outstanding quality. 
Magnificent perianth at right angles to the large open uplifted trumpet. Free 
bloomer, early, vigorous, a rapid increaser, and a wonderful flower for cut- 
ting because of its long lasting quality. Give it a sheltered spot in the 
garden where its snowy white flowers may be enjoyed. Each $1.00. 
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Corinth. (2) A splendid and immense flower of astonishing cardboardlike 
substance. Broad pure white perianth of superb quality standing at right 
angles to the bold ivory trumpet. Has wonderful substance, small bulb, but 
vigorous. Each $1.25. 


Eskimo. (3) A. M., R. H. S. A well-built flower of great substance and 
very lasting. Broad perianth standing at right angles to the open-mouth 
trumpet which is pale primrose on first opening but the entire flower soon 
passes to an intense white. Each 50c. 


Gaza. (3) A beautiful flower on the border line between a Leedsii and Trum- 
pet. Broad smooth perianth, and symmetrical *rumpet with a pleasing tinge of 
green at the base. Each 50c. 


Kantara. (3) An enormous flower but well finished and of high quality. Mas- 
sive perianth of great breadth, and grand wide-mouthed trumpet of thick sub- 
stance and marblelike texture. Very vigorous. Each $1.00. 


Mrs. Ernst H. Krelage. (4) H. C., R. H. S. A refined, creamy white or patie 
primrose trumpet and white perianth; trumpet of perfect form with reflexed 
mouth. Often called the white King Alfred. Doz. $2.00. 


PECOUSIC. (Powell). (3) A medium-sized graceful flower of pleasing form 
and style from Mrs. Ernst H. Krelage x Winsome. Broad flat petals that 
stand at right angles to a shapely trumpet with a nicely serrated edge that 
opens cream and passes to white. Each $3.50. 


Roxane. (3) A. M., R. H. S.; F. C. C., Haarlem. One of the largest white 
Trumpets and a very good show flower. Broad overlapping flat perianth; 
large, somewhat flaring trumpet with a beautifully rolled brim. Each $1.00. 


White Emperor. (3) For many years this has been considered the most per- 
fect white Trumpet in both form and quality because of its marble-like smooth- 
ness and solidity of texture and classical symmetry and outline. It is indis- 
pensible to the exhibitor and breeder. Each 75c.

Golden Beauty. (3-4) Golden-yellow trumpet of the deepest yellow in naricssus 
with sulphur-yellow perianth; an attractive well-proportioned flower. Well 
overlapping shovel-pointed petals pointing slightly forward; trumpet flaring 
with rather deeply serrated brim. Of medium height and size, but out 
standing because of the strong contrast. Doz. $1.25. 


Jefta. (2) Very delicately colored flower of moderate size. Cream colored 
perianth and pale lemon trumpet slightly recurved at the mouth. Each 50c. 


Sincerity. (3) A. M., R. H. S. One of the most perfect exhibition flowers of 
superb quality, vigorous and prolific. Faultlessly regular and beautiful in 
form and finish, having broad, flat, clean-cut, pointed white perianth of flaw- 
less smoothness, and a clear lemon trumpet with a most beautifully rolled-back 
brim. Each $1.50. 


TECUMSEH. (Powell). (3) A large upstanding flower of good contrast 
from Van Waveren’s Giant x Lord Kitchener. Broad overlapping slightly 
pointed petals that stand flat and at right angles to a shapely lemon-yellow 
trumpet with a well serrated brim. A vigorous healthy bicolor. Each $3.50. 
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YELLOW INCOMPARABILIS 


The Incomparabilis class comprises those daffodils with crowns or 
trumpets that are not less than one-third, but less than equal to 
the length of the perianth segments, and with yellow or red crowns 
and yellow or white petals. Because of their size and form, and the 
remarkable color of the crowns of many varieties they are second in 
popularity to the Trumpets. Early to midseason. 


Abelard. (5) A. M., Haarlem. Broad yellow crown with orange tint at edge 
and showy orange anthers; broad well-overlapping primrose perianth of 
exceptionally good substance. A large, showy and unusually long-lasting 
flower that is particularly beautiful in the unfolding bud. Each 50c. 


Aviemore. (3-4) A very tall, strong grower and rapid increaser from Beacon x 
Fortune. The perianth is soft yellow, very broad, and of great substance; 
the crown is bowl-shaped, bright orange-red shading to gold at the base. 
A. M., R. H. S., and Birmingham. Each $1.00. 


BASHBISH. See Page 3. 


Calif. (2) Broad overlapping yellow perianth and spreading orange crown. 
Tall, vigorous, free of bloom and increase. Early. 3 for 50c. 


Carbineer. (4) A magnificent brilliant flower of splendid carriage and stiff 
substance, with broad, flat, bright rich yellow perianth that stands at right 
angles to the large, deep, bright orange-red crown. Tall grower and very 
free of increase. Each $3.00. 


Carlton. (2-3) A. M., R. H. S. A fine self-yellow flower of great size borne 
on a plant of wonderful vigor. Flat overlapping perianth and large expanded 
crown frilled at edge. Each 40c. 


Cheerio. (3) A most outstanding and remarkable flower; one of the best of 
Fortune's progeny. Soft-yellow immensely broad overlapping almost cir- 
cular perianth of extraordinary thick substance; bold widely expanded frilled 
bowl-shaped crown of bright orange-red shading paler at the base. Very tall, 
vigorous, and free of increase. Each $1.50. 


Copper Bowl. (3) A flower of most beautiful form and quality. The shape 
of the flower is like Mitylene, but the smooth perianth is clear yellow and 
the expanded shallow bowl-shaped crown is clear glowing coppery orange- 
red. Vigorous plant. Each $1.50. 


Cornish Fire. (2) A very strongly colored red and yellow flower of good 
size. Yellow perianth and well-expanded crown of the most intense and 
fiery red-lead orange scarlet, solid to the base. Strong, vigorous grower.

Croesus. (4) F. C. C., R. H. S. An outstanding flower of great substance, 
with large rounded and imbricated pale-primrose perianth, and a widely 
expanded crown of deep red. A very showy flower. Doz. $1.25. 


Damson. (3) A. M., R. H. S., and Haarlem. A flower for those who delight 
in brilliance of color; of very attractive form, tall and somewhat drooping. 
The crown is an intense fuchsia red which attracts one’s attention at a dis- 
tance. Each 50c. 


FORBER. (Powell). (3) A large and very showy flower bred from Bernardino 
by Fortune. Rich, golden-yellow perianth having very broad overlapping 
shovel-pointed segments. Funnel-shaped dark-yellow crown with a rich 
orange-red edge extending well down toward the center. Vigorous and 
prolific. The color holds until the flower fades. Each $4.00. 


Fortune. (1) F. C. C., R. H. S. Undoubtedly the most sensational daffodil of 
recent introduction and invaluable for the exhibitor and breeder. A giant of 
perfect form and gorgeous color on a two-foot stem. Grand flat overlapping 
perianth of great substance and of clear deep lemon gold; very large bold 
crown of wonderfully glowing coppery red-orange. Vigorous and a good 
doer. One of the earliest to bloom. Each $1.50. 


Fortune’s Crest. (2) A. M., R. H. S. The most striking flower in the garden. 
Very widely rounded pale-yellow overlapping petals, and large wide deep 
orange-red crown. The strongest color of any Fortune seedling. Tall, per- 
fectly balanced; vigorous. Unsurpassed for the show bench and a splendid 
garden plant. Each $5.00. 


Garibaldi. (3) The perianth is bright yellow, rather pointed, and of good sub- 
stance; the crown is of brightest glowing orange-red. Fine for cutting. Tall 
strong grower and very free of increase. Doz. $1.50. 


Golden Frilled. (2) Golden-yellow perianth, and large crested frilled crown, 
almost a trumpet. Vigorous, early; a rapid increaser, and an outstanding 
garden flower, also excellent for growing in pots and bowls. Three for 50c. 


Havelock. (2-3) A. M., F. C. C., R. H. S; A. M., Haarlem. A fine self clear- 
yellow variety of beautiful form and smooth texture, with very broad over- 
lapping perianth, and large well-balanced crown of a slightly deeper shade, 
expanded at mouth. A remarkable garden plant. Each 30c. 


Henrietta. (2) Clear yellow rather pointed spreading petals; large, very open 
chrome-yellow crown, funnel shaped and beautifully frilled at the brim. A 
soft yellow counterpart of the Leedsii Her Grace.

Invergordon. (3) A. M., R. H. S. A most striking flower of great size with 
very broad rounded smooth soft-yellow perianth and wide open shallow bowl- 
shaped crown of solid vivid deep orange-red.

Merkara. (4) Very large flat much overlapping sulphur-yellow perianth; large 
expanded deep orange-red crown. Showy, attractive flower. Each 75c. 


Montpellier. (4-5) A. M., Haarlem. An outstanding flower of excellent form 
and substance that holds its color in the sun better than most varieties. Flat 
well-overlapping yellow perianth and expanding red crown. Each $2.50. 


Morea. (3-4) One of the best red and yellow flowers raised by the late Mrs. 
Backhouse. Very large broad much overlapping circular clear yellow per- 
ianth of remarkable thick waxy texture; rather short ruffled bright orange- 
scarlet crown. A brilliant and striking flower. Tall, strong grower. Each 75c. 


Pedestal. (4) Pale primrose overlapping perianth of splendid substance;

(3) A. M., F. C. C., R. H. S. Probably the richest yellow Incom- 
parabilis; of excellent form, good size, and. substance, well poised on a 
20-inch stem. The buttercup-yellow segments are broad, overlapping, and 
smooth, and the deep cadmium-yellow crown, about three-fourths as long 
as the segments, is reflexed at the mouth. Each $2.50. 


Trevisky. (3-4) A. M., R. H. S. One of the finest and most brilliant flowers 
bred by the late P. D. Williams. Very clear-cut and of splendid firm texture. 
Perianth beautifully smooth and flat, of King Alfred yellow; crown clear deep 
orange-red. Very vigorous plant with strong stem. Best flower in the 1934 
London show. Each $2.50. 


WABAN. (Powell). (8-4) A very vigorous and prolific variety from Bernar- 
dino x Tenedos. Broad overlapping pointed petals 3% inches in diameter, 
that recurve slightly and give the flowers a delightful informal effect. Lemon 
yellow bell-shaped crown 1% inches in diameter, with delicately crinkled 
edge. Of good substance and long lasting. Each $2.00. 


Warlock. (3-4) A. M., F. C. C., R. H. S. A large flower of superb quality. 
Very broad overlapping pure white perianth of wonderful smoothness and 
thick substance; the expanded crown is of bright orange shading to gold 
at the base. Each 75c. 


Yellow Poppy. (2) Visitors always comment on this outstanding flower of 
fine form and substance because of its unique light lemon-yellow color. Tall, 
vigorous, and prolific.
